HEPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

Chatliain,  Mass., 
December  31,  1950. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham : 

The  year  1950  has  been  a  year  of  accomplishment.  Most 
of  the  projects  authorized  by  your  Annual  Town  Meeting 
have  been  carried  out  and  by  the  capital  investments  made 
the  town  has  now  a  funded  debt  at  the  close  of  the  year  1950 
amounting  to  $392,000.00.  However,  by  this  investment  the 
educational  facilities  and  our  transportation  facilities  have 
been  greatly  increased. 

Chapter  90  work  on  Bridge  Street  was  delayed  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  in  an  effort  to  obtain  the  approval  of 
those  residents  on  or  adjacent  to  the  street  of  the  manner  in 
which  we  were  to  carry  out  the  work.  We  held  a  meeting  of 
all  the  residents  in  that  particular  area  at  the  Community 
Building  and  at  that  time  they  had  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
press their  ideas  as  to  the  various  layouts  which  were  pre- 
sented at  the  time.  The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  we  con- 
tinue on  the  old  Bridge  Street  layout.  The  alternate  plan  for 
a  lower  street  by-passing  a  section  of  Bridge  Street  and  the 
abrupt  corner  at  the  intersection  of  Silverleaf  Avenue,  Main 
and  Morris  Island  Road  was  not  acceptable.  After  this  meet- 
ing we  notified  the  State  of  our  plan  and  the  contract  was 
let  to  continue  the  street  as  laid  out.  The  work  is  completed 
up  to  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Adelaide  S.  Bearse,  'and  we  are 
asking  the  town  to  complete  the  work  by  an  eminent  domain 
taking  and  the  acceptance  of  property  we  hope  to  obtain 
from  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard,  otherwise  the  dangerous  curve 
can  not  be  eliminated,  and  work  will  have  to  be  continued  on 
the  present  layout. 

The  Chatham  Veterans  Housing  Project  is  now  operat- 
ing without  a  lease  on  land  owned  by  George  S.  Bearse  and 
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until  such  time  as  the  owner  of  the  property  wishes  to  sub- 
mit an  acceptable  method  or  lease  arrangement  we  shall 
continue  as  we  are  now  doing.  We  mention  this  condition 
that  it  might  be  in  the  minds  of  the  Veterans  and  Inhabitants 
that  at  some  future  date  the  continuance  or  disposal  of  the 
housing  project  could  be  under  consideration. 

The  amount  of  insurance  is  not  charged  to  each  indi- 
vidual appropriation  nor  to  the  department  under  which 
the  property  is  maintained,  but  is  paid  from  one  appropria- 
tion for  all  types  of  coverage.  This  item  of  expense  is  large 
and  has  increased  by  the  addition  and  enlargement  of  our 
school  and  other  municipal  improvements.  The  type  and  form 
of  insurance  carried  comprises  such  a  variety  of  items  that 
it  is  hardly  possible  to  outline  them  in  adequate  detail.  Th^ 
expense  is  great  and  as  Selectmen  we  are  doing  everything 
possible  to  keep  this  expense  down.  The  schedule  adopted  by 
the  town  has  reduced  the  cost  considerable  and  a  saving  has 
been  made  by  the  scheduling  of  the  property.  We,  as  Select- 
men, can  not  advocate  any  cut  in  the  coverages.  This  was 
well  demonstrated  during  this  year  when  a  small  fire  oc- 
curred in  the  boiler  room  of  the  Old  School  Building.  The 
insurance  companies  paid  the  loss  and  we  were  Yery  for- 
tunate that  we  had  a  fire  department  that  was  readily  avail- 
able and  that  the  fire  did  not  get  enough  headway  to  cause 
a  major  conflagration. 

Our  Town  Landings  have  been  increased  by  the  vote  of 
the  town  in  many  instances  and  we  are  asking  this  year  for 
an  appropriation  which  will  amply  care  for  them  and  make 
such  enlargements  as  are  necessary  to  properly  take  care  of 
those  people  who  desire  to  use  them.  We  have  maintained 
waste  cans  throughout  the  summer  at  all  the  major  toAvn 
landings  and  the  rubbish  has  been  removed  twice  a  week 
regularly. 

The  fence  at  the  Forest  Beach  Town  Landing  along  the 
property  of  the  Radiomarine  Corporation  of  America  was 
erected  and  the  parking  space  increased  to  take  care  of  at 
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least  twenty  automobiles.  This  is  a  decided  improvement  and 
we  hope  to  obtain  an  appropriation  that  will  surface  it  and 
properly  maintain  it. 

We  completed  the  parking  area  in  time  to  take  care  of 
the  summer  population  as  well  as  the  congestion  along  Main 
Street.  A  decided  improvement  was  noticed  in  the  lessening 
of  the  traffic  congestion.  There  were  many  activities  carried 
on  here  other  than  parking  and  it  indicates  to  us  that  park- 
ing areas  should  be  provided  in  various  sections  of  the  town. 
It  certainly  took  care  of  a  great  many  cars  of  those  who  at- 
tended the  summer  concerts  at  the  Kate  A.  Gould  Memo- 
rial Park. 

The  eminent  domain  taking  from  the  Berdans  at  the 
foot  of  Andrew  Harding's  Lane  was  completed  and  we  held 
many  interviews  with  the  heirs  of  Mr.  John  Berdan  who  felt 
that  the  use  of  this  parking  area  would  decrease  the  valua- 
tion of  their  property,  and  that  the  land  damage  we  made 
as  required  by  statute  was  not  sufficient  to  reimburse  them 
for  the  harm  done  to  their  remaining  property.  They  are 
seeking  relief  through  the  courts. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  for  adoption  a  permanent 
system  of  Civil  Defense  which  in  event  of  an  emergency  can 
be  quickly  and  easily  expanded  to  meet  the  contingencies  of 
any  situation.  Such  a  defense  program  in  the  event  of  a  fu- 
ture war  which  might  come  to  our  shores  would  utilize  the 
facilities  and  all  the  skill  and  energy  of  the  civil  defense 
workers.  Such  an  organiation  can  also  be  of  great  value  in 
devastating  peacetime  disasters,  such  as  fires,  floods,  hurri- 
canes, explosions  and  similar  catastrophes. 

The  Selectmen  were  instructed  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  take  North  Beach  by  eminent  domain,  and  we 
have  proceeded  by  holding  a  public  hearing  on  the  premises 
which  was  adjourned  to  the  Community  Building  so  that  all 
persons  interested  might  be  heard.  After  this  hearing  your 
Selectmen  proceeded  and  secured  engineers  to  make  a  map

and  survey  of  this  area  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
requirements  of  the  eminent  domain  taking.  You^vill  find 
an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  taking  of  the  whole  of  North 
Beach  including  all  buildings  thereon. 

Your  Selectmen  were  appointed  to  make  a  report  on  the 
taking  of  Harding's  Beach  for  recreational  purposes  and  we 
most  heartily  approve  of  this  project.  At  the  summer  town 
meeting  there  were  only  a  few  who  protested  this  taking  and 
as  far  as  land  damage  is  concerned  we  feel  the  cost  will  not 
be  prohibitive.  It  seems  that  we  should  leave  the  lighthouse 
property  to  its  present  owners  and  exempt  this  from  the 
taking. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  tAvo  com- 
petent persons  to  act  as  lifeguards  and/or  water  safety  in- 
structors. Miss  Jean  Hazleton  very  capably  cared  for  the 
children  at  the  Oyster  Pond  Beach  with  Mr.  David  Berlew 
serving  at  Harding's  Beach. 

The  Town  Office  building  was  altered  as  recommended 
by  us  and  has  proven  to  be  an  excellent  change.  We  now  can 
serA-e  you  competently  and  privately. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  petitioned  to  lay  out 
streets  which  are  not  through  thoroughfares  but  are  short 
and  dead  end  streets  with  no  provisions  made  for  a  turning 
area  at  the  end  of  the  street.  We  have  declined  to  approve 
these  streets  and  declare  them  of  public  necessity  and  con- 
venience. The  Selectmen  believe  they  should  adopt  the  policy 
that  they  should  not  approve  any  street  or  dead  end  street 
that  does  not  have  suitable  turning  areas  made  available  at 
the  time  the  petition  is  presented  to  the  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSORS 

Chatham,  Mass., 
December  29,  1950. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1950  our  valuations  increased  $1,098,970.00  over 
that  of  1949  bringing  the  total  real  and  personal  property 
to  $11,621,870.00.  Motor  Vehicle  and  Trailer  excise  increased 
$5,972.46  to  a  new  high  of  $23,591.94. 

New  construction  and  alterations  to  existing  buildings 
will  without  doubt  bring  another  million  dollar  increase  in 
our  valuation. 

235  Building  permits  were  issued  during  1950  with  the 
builders'  approximate  costs  totalling  $829,960.00.. 

The  apparent  loss  of  acreage  is  due  to  the  transferring 
of  the  land  formerly  privately  owned  to  the  Town  of  Chat- 
ham for  Airport  purposes. 

Work  on  the  Assessors'  Maps  was  completed  beginning 
at  the  East  Side  of  Barn  Hill  Road  along  the  South  Side  of 
Main  Street  as  far  as  Old  Harbor  Road  including  much  of 
the  area  of  Sears  Point  and  that  part  of  the  toAvn  west  of 
Stage  Harbor  Road. 

It  is  the  general  belief  among  our  taxpayers  that  home 
building  of  any  type  especially  those  in  sub-divisions  help:, 
reduce  our  municipal  costs  and  reduces  the  tax  rate. 

In  our  study  of  taxation  a  sub-division  of  the  average 
type  raises  taxation  rather  than  decreasing  it.  In  general,  it  is 
true  that  dwellings  built  on  an  established  highway  where 
all  the  various  services  are  available,  construction  is  taken 
care  of  and  improved  highways  installed,  sidewalks  and 
curbings  built,  hydrant  protection,  electric  and  gas  services 
available,  greatly  improves  the  town's  financial  condition. 
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Dwellings  in  new  sub-divisions  on  unimproved  streets  and 
in  remote  sections  of  the  town  on  relatively  inexpensive 
land  without  the  services  necessary  to  the  average  home 
generally  speaking  does  not  improve  our  tax  rate. 

We  believe  that  the  Town  should  adopt  a  by-law  with 
the  requirement  that  before  the  town  accepts  any  street  or 
highway  such  highway  should  be  surfaced,  with  water  serv- 
ice available  and  developers  who  do  not  want  to  build  ac- 
cording to  more  exacting  specifications  and  regulations 
should  not  be  urged  to  do  so.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


Chatham,  Mass., 
December  31,  1950. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

During  1950  we  spent  but  $1200  more  on  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance than  in  the  year  1949,  even  though  our  average  pay- 
ment increased  $2.80.  The  bulk  of  this  increase  was  taken 
care  of  by  the  increase  in  the  amount  granted  through  the 
Pederalljrovernment  as  their  contribution  to  this  type  of  aid. 
Of  the  total  payments  made  in  1950,  almost  $5,000  was  paid 
out  for  services  beyond  the  usual  cost  of  keeping  the  home. 
We  paid  for  drugs,  $676.71;  to  physicians,  $1826.75;  for 
hospitalization,  $1741.50;  and  for  miscellaneous  services, 
$662.71.  These  costs  have  been  kept  at  a  minimum  and  are 
less  than  they  were  in  1949  but  on  the  other  hand  at  the 
present  rates  for  medical  services,  hospitalization,  etc.  only 
one  long  serious  illness  would  upset  our  budget. 

If  the  referendum  passed  in  the  State  election  should  go 
into  effect  it  will  mean  our  minimum  payment  in  this  cate- 
gory will  be  raised  to  $75.00  per  month ;  applicants  can  apply 
on  their  sixty-third  birthday  rather  than  their  sixty-fifth; 
aliens  will  be  granted  such  assistance ;  and  the  contribution 
by  relatives  will  be  discontinued.  If  this  law  goes  into  effect 
as  scheduled  June  1st,  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  have  an 
additional  sum  of  money  in  our  appropriation  of  not  less 
than  $3500. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  increased  considerably  over 
that  of  1949,  mostly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  continuous 
cases  throughout  the  year  where  in  1949  we  had  no  cases 
until  June.  This  is  one  form  of  assistance  that  will  be  more 
expensive  in  1951  than  it  was  in  1950.  There  is  no  question 
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but  what  at  least  one  if  not  two  additional  families  will  have 
to  be  aided  to  our  knowledge. 

The  Temporary  Aid  appropriation  will  remain  the  same 
as  in  1950.  During  1950  we  had  two  very  expensive  cases  plus 
the  care  of  cases  belonging  to  the  State  and  other  towns 
that  have  been  removed  from  our  rolls. 

Under  the  amendment  to  the  Social  Security  Act  whicli 
went  into  effect  October  1,  1950,  there  is  a  provision  for 
Federal  and  State  Aid  for  those  families  where  the  wage 
earner  is  permanently  crippled  or  disabled.  There  is  a  pro- 
posed act  which  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Legislature  this 
year  which  without  a  doubt  will  provide  for  this  aid  in 
Massachusetts.  The  principle  cost  of  this  aid  will  be  borne 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Town's  participation 
will  be  approximately  the  same  ratio  as  that  used  in  Old  Age 
Assistance.  However,  this  does  not  mean  a  saving  in  our 
relief  costs  because  it  is  an  expansion  of  the  relief  program 
and  will  place  an  additional  burden  on  the  Town  of  Chatham.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR  OF  HIGHWAYS 

Chatham,  Mass. 
January  8,  1951. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  and  recommenda- 
tions for  the  Highway  Department. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  all 
roads  and  sidewalks  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

It  is  impossible  to  keep  Main  Street  swept  clean  with 
hand  labor  as  the  men  are  hampered  due  to  traffic  starting 
early  in  the  morning.  This  year  I  am  asking  the  Town  to 
purchase  a  sweeper  to  do  this  work. 

The  following  roads  were  patched,  swept  and  seal- 
coated:  Eidgevale  Road— 2,750  ft.;  Sam  Ryder's  Road — 900 
ft.;  Young's  Farm  Road— 600  ft.;  Cross  Street— 1,800  ft.; 
Cedar  Street— 4,400  ft.;  Crowe  Pond  Road— 1,000  ft.;  Stag- 
Harbor  Road — 500  ft. ;  Champlain  Road — ^900  ft.  Training 
Field  Road  and  George  Ryder's  Road  were  widened  and  the 
shoulders  were  seal-coated.  A  total  of  three  miles  was  com 
pleted.  I  am  recommending  to  the  Town  that  we  do  at  least 
six  miles  of  this  type  of  work  next  year.  This  work  is  needed 
to  keep  your  roads  in  proper  condition.  I  am  also  asking  the 
Town  for  a  Sand  Box  Spreader  to  be  used  for  seal-coating 
roads  to  help  keep  the  cost  of  this  work  down. 

The  sidewalk  on  Cross  Street  was  widened,  graded  and 
resurfaced  with  two  inches  of  pea  stone  mix.  Approximate- 
ly 700  ft.  of  this  work  was  completed.  Work  was  also  started 
on  the  Cedar  Street  sidewalk  to  widen  and  resurface  with 
pea  stone  mix.  I  am  asking  for  more  money  to  complete  this 
project  as  this  sidewalk  is  very  much  in  need  of  rebuilding.

The  Huber  Maintainer  voted  for  at  last  year's  Town 
Meeting  and  purchased  by  your  Highway  Surveyor  has 
proven  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Department. 

Harding's  Beach  Road,  Pleasant  Street  and  Bay  View 
Road  were  widened,  graded  and  resurfaced  with  two  inches 
of  road  mix.  This  work  has  not  been  completed  due  to  the 
weather  conditions  last  Fall.  When  completed  this  Spring 
two  inches  more  of  road  mix  for  a  levelling  course  will  be 
added  and  the  shoulders  are  to  be  loamed  and  seeded.  I  rec- 
ommend that  more  of  this  type  of  construction  be  under- 
taken. 

I  am  asking  the  voters  this  year  to  consider  the  erection 
of  a  building  suitable  for  the  storage  of  the  Highway  equip- 
ment. The  present  building  is  inadequate  in  size.

Recommendations 

It  is  recommended  that  another  permanent  police  officer 
be  appointed  to  the  Department.  At  the  present  time  the 
Department  is  giving  the  Town  24-hour  protection  and  T:his 
is  only  possible  by  all  members  working  extra  hours.  In 
order  to  give  the  summer  homes  and  cottages  the  proper  su- 
pervision requires  the  constant  attention  of  the  man  on  pa- 
trol. It  is  my  opinion  that  the  continual  patrolling  of  the 
Town  and  the  checking  of  the  homes  and  cottages  that  are 
closed  is  the  one  reason  that  this  Town  has  not  had  the  nu- 
merous breaks  and  other  serious  crimes  that  have  occurred 
in  other  Cape  communities. 

The  white  parallel  lines  on  Main  Street  have  proven  to 
be  very  satisfactory.  However,  in  order  that  they  continue 
to  be  so  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  painted  at  least  twice 
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during  the  year.  This  is  specially  necessary  in  the  center  of 
Town  near  the  Post  Office  where  traffic  is  so  heavy  that  by 
Labor  Day  the  cross  walks  and  other  white  lines  have  nearly 
disappeared. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  departments 
and  organizations  of  the  Town,  our  citizens  and  visitors  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation  with  this  department  and 
also  to  remind  everyone  that  this  department  is  available  for 
assistance  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1950. 

During  the  year  fire  drills  were  held  after  the  first  of 
May.  Considerable  time  was  spent  indoors  with  instructors 
on  First  Aid  and  the  use  of  the  Resuscitator.  The  Resusci- 
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tator  drills  have  proven  to  be  very  valuable  in  the  Town  of 
Chatham  as  this  equipment  has  been  used  several  times  this 
past  year  with  great  success. 

Systematic  training  and  constant  application  according 
to  definite  rules,  help  firemen  to  perform  a  more  efficient 
public  service  and  fire  fighting.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report: 

The  creosoting  detail  was  carried  out  in  late  winter  and 
early  Spring  with  very  good  results. 

Spraying  for  tent  caterpillars  was  carried  on  and  very 
few  were  found.  All  cherry  trees  were  sprayed  with  D.D.T. 
very  early  in  the  Spring,  before  the  eggs  hatched.  Trapping 
and  scouting  was  carried  out  over  the  entire  town  in  co- 
operation with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  with 
100  percent  results. 

The  wood-tick  situation  is  really  bad  here  on  the  Cape, 
but  the  State  is  working  and  studying  the  ticks  and  D.D.T. 
will  do  the  trick.  The  tick  stays  in  open  fields  and  along 
roadsides  or  dirt  roads  especially  where  grass  is  high.  They 
feed  mainly  on  dogs  and  other  animals,  and  are  able  to  live 
over  a  year  without  eating.  The  females  have  2,000  to  3,500 
young  within  seven  days,  which  gives  us  a  good  idea  how  fast 
they  breed  and  what  a  job  it  is  to  combat  them. 

Spraying  operations  must  be  continued  each  year,  as 
long  as  ticks  are  found,  until  the  nuisance  is  brought  under 
control.  Even  then  ticks  may  again  become  numerous  in 
restricted  areas,  either  because  they  were  too  few  at  first 
to  make  spraying  in  the  particular  area  warranted  or  be- 
cause ticks  cannot  be  completely  eradicated.  If  the  prob- 
lem is  neglected,  numbers  are  sure  to  build  up  again. 
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The  reason  for  this  is  that  spraying  D.D.T.  kills  off  onlj 
the  adult  ticks.  The  immature  ones,  which  are  either  hiding 
in  the  grass  roots  or  are  attached  to  mice  and  other  small 
rodents,  are  out  of  reach  of  the  spray.  These  immature  forme 
will  be  adults  the  succeeding  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 

Chatham,  Mass., 
December  31,  1950. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Chatham,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Shellfish  Constable 
for  the  year  1950: 

The  scallop  season  was  a  rather  short  one  and  although 
the  quantity  was  considerably  less  than  the  preceding  year 
the  quality  somewhat  made  up  for  the  difference.  The  pos- 
sibilities for  1951  look  somewhat  better  at  this  point  but  as 
you  know  there  is  no  accurate  way  to  estimate  future  crops 
in  regard  to  scallops.  Only  fifteen  bushels  of  seed  were  trans- 
planted this  3^ear  as  there  was  no  high  concentration  of  seed 
where  it  might  perish. 
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Due  to  the  lack  of  the  soft  shelled  clam,  quahogs  are 
taking  a  beating  and  are  becoming  less  plentiful  each  year. 
Some  means  should  be  taken  to  build  up  the  supply.  The 
purchase  of  quahogs  from  the  State  is  not  going  to  be  the 
answer  and  the  closing  of  areas  works  a  hardship  on  the 
diggers  in  the  area  closed.  One  solution  I  will  enlarge  upon 
later  in  this  report.  The  town  purchased  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  bushels  of  cherrystones  and  larger  quahogs  from 
Swansea  through  the  State.  These  will  be  used  for  seeding 
in  areas  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  town.  One  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  bushels  of  small  quahogs  were  trans- 
planted from  the  Buck's  Creek  Experimental  Station  to 
practically  every  town  landing  area  in  the  town.  These 
should  help  supplement  the  supply  in  these  areas.  Seventy- 
eight  bushels  of  small  quahogs  of  which  twenty-five  bushels 
were  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter  were  removed 
from  the  Round  Cove  Channel  into  the  Harwich-Chatham 
area  in  Pleasant  Bay  for  the  benefit  of  the  long  rakers.  This 
was  accomplished  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich. 

This  means  that  we  have  replaced  with  four  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  bushels  the  five  or  six  thousand  bushels 
the  people  (guests  and  natives)  have  taken  from  the  waters 
of  Chatham  in  this  year.  At  this  point  I  wish  to  publicly 
thank  S.  W.  Gould  &  Sons  for  the  use  of  their  equipment 
from  time  to  time. 

We  should  not  dig  clams  during  this  coming  year.  They 
are  trying  to  make  a  comeback  and  the  less  we  dig  the 
quicker  they  will  come  back.  The  transplanting  of  clams  was 
no  more  successful  this  year  than  in  the  past.  The  State-sup- 
plied mesh  (plastic)  did  catch  a  small  set  of  seed  clams  but 
was  of  an  experimental  nature.  Small  clams  are  showing  up 
here  and  there  all  over  town — so  let's  let  them  alone. 

Forty  bushels  of  oysters  have  been  transplanted  to 
rocky  areas  and  should  seed  some  of  these  areas  if  not  re- 
moved before  September.

For  ap- 
proximately five  hundred  dollars,  the  Town  can  equip  a 
small  tank  farm  for  raising  quahogs  and  eventuallj"  other 
bivalves.  This  work  is  being  done  successfully  in  Rhode 
Island  by  a  Mr.  Gibbs,  who  is  a  very  cooperative  gentleman. 
His  notes  and  methods  are  open  to  interested  and  sincere 
shellfish  raisers. 

I  recommend  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  one  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  shellfish  industry  in  1951,  of  which  sum 
five  hundred  dollars  be  used  to  equip  the  above  mentioned 
tank  farm.

REPORT  OF  PARK  DEPARTMENT 

Chatham,  Mass., 
December  29,  1950. 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Chatham,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  1950,  in  accordance  with  Sections  6  and 
7  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham. 

General  maintenance  and  care  was  given  to  each  of  the 
areas  under  our  supervision. 

The  parking  area  at  Hardings  Beach  was  enlarged  to 
accommodate  more  cars,  a  portion  has  been  oiled  this  year, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  entire  area  will  be  oiled  witli 
two  coats,  and  white  lines  painted  on  the  surface  to  control 
the  parking  of  a  maximum  number  of  cars.  The  beach  area 
was  raked  in  the  early  spring,  and  accommodations  for  the 
disposal  of  rubbish  and  papers  supplied. 

A  new  practice  backstop  was  erected  at  Veterans'  Field, 
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which  has  improved  the  facilities  for  the  playing  of  baseball. 
Minor  repairs  were  made  to  the  main  backstop,  as  needed, 
the  baseball  diamond  rebuilt,  the  field  rolled,  and  grass 
mowed  during  the  season. 

The  old  bandstand  was  removed  from  the  Kate  A.  Gould 
Park  to  make  room  for  the  new  bandstand,  which  has  been 
very  favorably  received.  It  was  moved  to  the  Southwesterly 
corner  of  Veterans'  Field,  placed  on  cement  piers,  repaired, 
rotted  timbers  replaced,  closed  in,  painted,  and  will  be  used 
by  your  Park  Department  as  a  tool  house  and  for  storage 
space. 

The  walks  at  the  Kate  Gould  Park  were  resurfaced,  and 
five  lights  erected  with  a  special  appropriation  made  there- 
for. Many  favorable  comments  have  been  received  by  your 
Park  Commissioners  as  a  result  of  the  installation  by  the 
town  of  these  lights.  The  cable  leading  to  the  Christmas  tree 
has  been  permanently  connected  to  the  new  bandstand 
erected  in  the  Kate  Gould  Park.  New  trees,  flowers  and  flow 
ering  shrubs  were  planted  in  the  Kate  Gould  Park,  as  well 
as  in  Sears  Park. 

Sears  Park  was  planted  with  annual  flowers  and  peren- 
nials, the  shrubs  and  trees  pruned  and  the  entire  park  im- 
proved. 

The  parking  area  at  ''The  Light"  was  maintained  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  posts  painted  and  replaced  as  needed.  The 
three  binocular  machines  installed  on  a  commission  basis 
netted  the  Town  of  Chatham  during  the  year  1950  the  sum 
of  $394.75,  which  was  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

We  anticipate  the  further  planting  of  flowers  and 
shrubs  in  the  Kate  A.  Gould  and  Sears  Parks,  and,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  work  on  the  new  school  building,  grading 
and  seeding  the  area  of  Veterans'  Field  cleared  up  under 
Article  65  of  the  Annual  Warrant  of  1948.  We  were  unable 
to  complete  this  latter  work,  since  trucks  were  using  the 
area  to  deliver  material  to  the  school  building.  We  had  ex- 
pected to  repair  and  replace  some  of  the  bleachers  at  Veter- 
ans '  Field,  but  since  the  moving  of  the  Memorial  Mound  was

contemplated,  felt  that  we  should  wait  until  the  matter  had 
been  concluded,  before  planning  the  repairs,  or  building-  of 
new  bleachers.

Gentlemen : 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  of  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1950. 

As  your  Commissioners,  we  feel  that  we  have  a  satis- 
factory report  to  make  for  the  past  year,  both  for  the  con- 
dition of  all  the  cemeteries,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  received  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
during  the  year,  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  Perpetual  Care 
of  Lots,  and  $302.50  for  the  sale  of  lots.  The  income  for  the 
money  deposited  for  Perpetual  Care  will  insure  good  care 
in  future  years  for  those  lots  for  which  the  money  was 
deposited. 

The  usual  and  necessary  work  on  our  roads  has  been 
done.  We  hope  this  year  to  make  further  improvements  and 
gradually  all  roads  in  our  cemeteries  will  have  a  hardened 
surface. 

The  water  line  in  the  Seaside  Cemetery  has  been  again 
extended  200  feet  to  the  east.  This  is  as  far  as  we  can  go  in 
that  direction.  Our  next  water  extension  will  be  to  the  North 
through  the  new  section. 

Shrubbery  and  evergreens  have  been  planted  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Union  Cemetery.  It  is  our  plan  to  work  on  a 
long  range  program  to  improve  and  beautify  the  entrance 
to  every  cemetery.  We  feel  that  this  can  be  done  by  doing  a 
little  each  year. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  interest  shown  by  many  persons 
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who  own  or  are  interested  in  lots,  in  giving  their  personal 
attention  to  their  care  and  upkeep,  will  increase  and  that 
these  lots  will  be  given  the  proper  care  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT-TREASURER 
FOR  1950 

The  Corporators  and  Directors  have  held  numerous 
meetings  throughout  the  year,  both  as  the  corporation  and 
also  in  conjunction  with  the  committee  appointed  to  assist 
in  the  expenditure  of  the  special  appropriation  for  repairs 
to  the  Library  building. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  committee  consisting  of 
Mrs.  Josephine  Doane,  Mrs.  Helen  L.  Harding,  and  Mrs. 
Vivian  Macintosh  for  their  courteous  and  able  assistance. 

Repairs  to  the  exterior  of  the  building  are  nearly  com- 
pleted. The  roof  has  been  repaired,  the  sidewalls  have  been 
re-mortared  and  waterproofed,  the  windows  repaired  aiK' 
painted,  the  bulkhead  at  the  cellar  entrance  restored  to  a 
safe  condition,  the  front  steps  re-mortared  and  a  railing 
added.  We  all  regret  loss  of  the  ivy  but  repairs  would  have 
been  impossible  without  its  removal.  The  interior  repairs

will  consist  of  cleaning  and  refinishing  the  woodwork,  re- 
painting the  walls,  and  refinishing  the  floors. 

The  corporation  is  asking  for  another  special  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  electrical  repairs  which  will  necessarily 
be  extensive  in  modernizing  the  electrical  system,  to  pur- 
chase additional  shelving,  card  catalogue,  children's  table 
and  chairs,  filing  cases,  such  other  equipment  as  will  make 
for  more  efficient  use  of  the  Library,  and  the  cost  of  installa- 
tion thereof. 

Contemplated  changes  are  to  convert  the  Reference 
Alcove  into  a  Children's  Room,  to  move  the  reference  books 
and  card  catalogue  into  the  Reading  Room,  place  the  Libra- 
rian's charging  desk  in  the  alcove  opposite  the  entrance, 
remove  the  large  table-desk  in  the  stack-room,  replacing  it 
with  additional  shelving  placed  back-to-back  down  the 
length  of  the  stack-room  out  to  the  foyer  and  to  place  shelv- 
ing where  the  card  catalogue  is  now  located.  This  would 
bring  most  of  the  books  down  onto  the  ground  floor  and 
thus  circumvent  use  of  the  very  dangerous  iron  stairs,  and 
would  save  the  Librarian  many  trips  up  and  down  stairs.

REPORT  OF  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Chatham,  Mass., 
January  9,  1951. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Recreation  Commission  had  a  budget  of  $2100  for 
the  past  year  and  this  was  expended  as  follows:  Lights, 
$216.56;  Water,  $24.69;  Janitor,  $720.00;  Fuel,  $667.38; 
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Supplies,  $43.82  and  $230.99  Repairs,  both  material  and  la- 
bor and  miscellaneous  items.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $196.56 
not  spent.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  did  not  have  the 
full  amount  of  fuel  delivered  the  last  of  December  due  to  the 
slowness  of  the  Gas  Company  in  rendering  the  monthly  bills. 
Also  because  we  thought  our  budget  rather  close,  we  did  not 
purchase  a  ping  pong  table  as  we  had  anticipated. 

The  building  has  been  in  use  constantly  all  the  year. 
The  High  School  made  full  use  of  it  for  basketball  games, 
socials,  and  musical  rehearsals.  Mrs.  Bowles  has  continued 
her  dancing  classes  with  success.  The  men  of  the  town  have 
used  it  to  a  great  extent  for  volley  ball.  There  also  has  been 
installations,  exhibits,  Chamber  of  Commerce  summer  town 
meeting  and  special  town  meetings  besides  voting  on  elec- 
tion days.  The  Boy  Scouts  use  the  building  on  Sundays.  The 
Holy  Name  Society  use  the  building.  As  a  Committee  we 
think  the  building  is  well  utilized.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

December  30,  1950 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham : 

With  the  granting  of  additional  funds  by  the  Town  in 
Town  Meeting  this  committee  has  been  able  to  properly 
equip  the  stage  and  auditorium,  thus  making  the  building 
entirely  suitable  for  public  use  of  any  sort. 

Your  committee  has  met  regularly  with  the  architects 
and  with  the  builders,  to  cope  with  problems  arising  dur- 
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ing  construction.  Much  of  our  most  important  work  has  been 
done  thru  almost  daily  visits  to  the  school  site  by  individual 
members,  resulting  in  a  close  inspection  and  knowledge  of 
construction  details  and  problems. 

We  have  been  aided  to  a  great  extent  by  the  advice  of 
members  of  the  school  department,  who  have  assisted  in  the 
purchase  of  classroom  equipment,  and  whose  suggestions  on 
details  of  construction  have  helped  toward  a  more  perfect 
school. 

Due  to  unforeseeable  shortages  in  finishing  material 
and  hardware,  and  in  occasional  labor  dispute  the  opening 
of  the  classroom  section  of  the  building  was  delayed  until 
November.  The  Auditorium  and  basement  are  nearly  ready 
for  use,  and  should  be  available  for  Town  Meeting. 

Detailed  plans  for  all  landscaping,  driveway  work,  and 
relocation  of  the  War  Memorial  have  been  prepared,  con- 
tracts have  been  let,  and  work  will  be  fininshed  as  weather 
permits. 

A  careful  inspection  of  our  new  Memorial  Building  will 
show,  far  more  than  any  written  report,  that  our  appropria- 
tion has  been  well  and  wisely  spent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAR  MEMORIAL  AND  MOUND 
COMMITTEE 

December  31,  1950 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  : 

As  instructed  at  the  1950  Town  Meeting  this  Committee 
has  investigated  all  possible  sites  for  the  re-location  of  the 
World  War  One  Memorial  Boulder. 

Most  of  the  suggested  sites  were  found  to  be  too  small, 
improperly  located,  or  with  backgrounds  not  in  keeping 
with  the  purpose  of  the  Memorial. 

The  preference  of  the  Committee  was  for  a  placing  of  the 
Memorial  in  Kate  Gould  Memorial  Park,  with  provisions 
made  for  a  possible  later  erection  of  a  similar  Memorial  to 
Veterans  of  World  War  Two.  However,  the  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  this  property  made  in  the  deed  to  the  Town,  pre- 
vented its  use  for  memorial  structures  of  any  kind,  except 
by  express  permission  from  the  makers  of  the  deed.  This 
permission  we  were  unable  to  secure. 

The  site  finally  chosen  is  on  the  present  school  property, 
not  far  from  the  original  Mound.  The  boulder  and  eagle  is  to 
be  placed  midway  between  the  driveway  and  the  rear  lot- 
line,  directly  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  new  Auditorium, 
thus  carrying  further  the  original  idea  behind  the  entire 
memorial  building  project. 

The  seven  memorial  trees  now  on  the  mound  are  to  be 
properly  relocated  in  relation  to  the  boulder.  The  boulder 
will  be  reached  from  the  drive  by  a  neatly  flagged  walk, 
and  will  be  backed  by  low  shrubbery,  The  entire  area  at  the 
side  of  the  driveway  to  be  constructed  as  a  part  of  this  ])ro- 
ject  is  to  be  neatly  grassed  and  landscaped.  In  conjunction 
with  the  lawns  and  planting  scheduled  as  part  of  the  school 
contract  this  site  will  assure  a  memorial  area  of  sufficient 
beauty  to  attract  interest,  and  ample  area  for  proper  exer- 
cises held  by  Veteran's  groups. 
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Work  on  the  removal  has  been  scheduled  for  an  earif 
date,  and  the  Memorial  should  be  available  for  use  in  early 
spring,

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  OUT-THROUGH  ON 
EASTERLY  END  OF  STAGE  HARBOR 

Chatham,  Mass., 
December  30,  1950. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  on  the  shoaling  of  Stage 
Harbor.  Your  committee  has  exhausted  every  means  and 
source  in  an  effort  to  bring  before  the  town  at  this  Annual 
Town  Meeting  plans  to  stop  the  flow  of  sand  from  entering 
the  waters  of  Stage  Harbor.  Your  committee  has  served  you 
in  this  effort  but  have  been  unsuccessful  up  to  the  present 
time. 

We  held  conferences  with  the  Division  of  Waterways  of 
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the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  and  had 
Kobert  B.  MacKinnon,  principal  civil  engineer  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  "Works,  Division  of  Waterways,  re- 
examine the  site,  who  declined  to  submit  any  solution  to  the 
problem  other  than  the  report  by  the  former  director  of 
waterways,  General  Richard  K.  Hale.  This  report  carried  no 
definite  plan  for  the  improvement  of  this  condition.  The 
UAited  States  Army  Engineers  have  consulted  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  who  were  making  an  attempt  to  have 
the  Federal  Government  make  a  survey  of  this  area  in  hopes 
that  a  Federal  project  would  be  made  by  the  beach  erosion 
board  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  that  by  a  resolution  in  Con- 
gress requesting  the  Chief  Engineers  to  make  a  review  report 
on  the  project  could  be  brought  about.  We  are  now  informed 
that  we  might  bring  this  before  Congress  in  1952  if  we 
thought  it  necessary. 

Mr.  Arthur  T.  Ippen,  consulting  engineer  attached  to 
Hydraulic  Laboratory  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, made  a  preliminary  survey  of  this  area,  his  services 
having  been  secured  by  one  of  our  local  summer  residents. 
He  appeared  before  our  summer  town  meeting  at  which  time 
he  did  not  present  any  solution  to  the  problem  but  did, 
however,  make  the  statement  that  there  were  several  meth- 
ods of  correcting  the  condition.  He  has  verbally  presented  to 
your  committee  through  one  of  its  members  a  possible  solu- 
tion to  the  problem  which  seems  to  be  practical  and  is  the 
only  one  which  your  committee  feels  could  possibly  be 
worked  out.  In  addition  to  receiving  this  service  by  this 
summer  resident's  interest  in  the  matter  we  are  asking  the 
town  at  this  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  accept  an  article  that 
we  might  receive  any  donation  offered  to  the  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  complete  survey  of  the  area  in 
question  with  plans  worked  out  and  the  cost  determined 
that  we  might  later  come  back  to  the  town  with  an  analysis 
of  the  project  with  the  hopes  the  town  may  appropriate 
money  to  carry  it  out.  We  feel  that  it  is  essential  that  this 
study  be  made  of  the  project  otherwise  there  is  danger  of 
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us  losing  one  of  the  greatest  assets  the  Town  of  Chatham 
has  and  that  is,  of  course,  Stage  Harbor.

REPORT  OF  THE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 

Chatham,  Mass., 
December  30,  1950. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Chatham  Airport  is  nearly  ready  for  official  accept- 
ance by  your  Airport  Commission.  AVe  are  at  present  trying 
to  eliminate  a  drainage  hazard  and  as  soon  as  this  is  over- 
come we  will  officially  accept  the  Chatham  Airport.  We  are, 
however,  in  a  position  to  make  use  of  it  in  any  emergency. 

We  have  completed  our  land  taking  at  the  Airport  and 
there  is  now  only  one  land  owner  that  is  protesting  the  allow- 
ance made  for  his  property.  He  is  making  an  attempt  to 
recover  additional  land  damages  through  the  courts.  We 
have  not  yet  settled  with  one  of  the  owners  of  the  old  Chat- 
ham Railroad  property  but  we  expect  he  will  accept  the  land 
damage  awarded. 

In  a  survey  of  available  facilities  by  your  Civil  Defense 
organization  and  your  Selectmen  pre-eminence  has,  however, 
placed  a  dependence  upon  air  transportation  and  your  Air- 
port Commission  is  doing  all  possible  to  make  all  arrange- 
ments to  meet  any  emergency  in  transportation  either  in 
peace  time  or  in  event  of  war. 

Operating  a  civil  defense  program  will  require  trans- 
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portation  of  many  kinds  and  under  varying  conditions. 
Kegular  facilities  both  public  and  private  are  adequate  for 
normal  uses  and  attention  needs  to  be  given  only  to  emer- 
gency situations,  strictly  evacuation. 

Should  it  become  necessary  to  move  our  entire  popula- 
tion or  a  considerable  part  of  the  town's  residents  and  their 
important  possessions  such  as  those  now  in  banking  insti- 
tutions, town  records,  etc.,  besides  the  invalids  and  those 
who  are  incapacitated,  we  would  find  the  Chatham  Airport 
available  and  of  great  importance  in  this  transportation 
problem.  We  being  located  in  a  seacoast  town  surely  places 
us  in  a  dangerous  position  in  event  of  an  invasion  which  we 
earnestly  hope  never  will  occur. 

We  further  hope  that  we  will  never  be  attacked  by  the 
enemy  nor  that  we  will  ever  see  the  use  of  bombs  but  if  we 
do  the  Civil  Defense  organization,  the  wardens,  the  Police 
Department,  and  the  other  departments  of  this  organization 
will  have  to  turn  to  air  transportation  as  well  as  our  own  pri- 
vate facilities.

REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1950 

Chatham,  Mass., 
January  4,  1951. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham : 

During  the  year  1950,  the  second  year  that  the  present 
Planning  Board  has  been  in  office,  Chatham  has  experienced 
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an  active  development  of  its  land  resources,  particularly  in 
the  western  and  southern  parts  of  the  Town.  During  the  year 
the  Board  has  held  37  business  meetings  and  hearings  and 
attended  one  regional  meeting.  Expressed  in  terms  of  sub- 
divisions that  have  been  referred  to  the  Board  for  its  con- 
sideration, we  are  pleased  to  present  the  following  tabulated 
results  of  those  that  were  approved :

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  subdivisions,  both  in  South 
Chatham,  were  presented  to  the  Board  and  disapproved. 
One  of  these  subdivisions  consisting  of  four  lots  and  one  way 
was  later  approved  by  the  local  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  work  accomplished  on  these  subdivisions,  particu- 
larly in  the  case  of  roads,  will  eventually  constitute  a  con- 
siderable saving  to  the  Town  by  eliminating  expensive  layout 
and  land  taking  for  future  road  developments. 

The  Board  has  disbursed  $228.79  for  supplies,  advertis- 
ing, notices,  etc.,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  at  the  end 
of  the  year  in  the  amount  of  $121.21  of  the  1950  appropria- 
tion of  $350.  Subdivision  fees  amounting  to  $30.44  have  been 
credited  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Town. 

Suggestions  and  Recommendations 

1.  The  Board  again  recommends  that  Harding's  Beach 
be  enlarged,  that  the  parking  space  be  extended  and  that  the 
recreational  facilities  and  conveniences  be  improved.  Timely 
action  by  the  Town  might  forestall  any  possible  future  ac- 
tion by  the  State  in  the  acquisition  of  this  beach. 
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2.  The  Board  recommends  that  the  Town  purchase  the 
remainder  of  the  old  Chatham  Railroad  right  of  way  for 
future  road  development. 

3.  The  Board  recommends  that  pending  the  Town's 
action  on  the  adoption  of  an  overall  building  code  or  pro- 
tective ordinance  that  the  several  sections  of  the  Town  desir- 
ing protection  request  Town  action  on  ordinances  applicable 
to  particular  localities.  When  the  time  comes  that  the  in- 
habitants decide  that  they  want  a  building  code  or  a  protec- 
tive ordinance,  the  Board  stands  ready  to  assist  and  co- 
operate in  every  way  possible. 

4.  The  Board  recommends  that  all  Town  landings  be 
appropriately  marked,  the  road  surfaces  improved  and  the 
areas  enlarged  wherever  possible. 

5.  The  Board  recommends  that  a  Town  Landing  be  laid 
out  at  the  end  of  Morris  Island  Road. 

6.  The  Board  recommends  that  rights  of  way  to  the 
Great  Ponds  within  the  Town  be  investigated  and  laid  out. 

7.  The  Board  recommends  the  creation  of  a  Public 
Works  Department  to  have  jurisdiction  over  the  Town's 
equipment,  maintenance  and  service  functions,  roads, 
beaches,  parks,  dumps,  the  collection  of  refuse  and  all  works 
of  construction. 

Town  Planning  simply  means  the  guiding  of  future, 
sound  and  orderly  growth  in  an  effort  to  make  Chatham  a 
better  place  in  which  to  live  and  to  maintain  its  inherent 
charm.  The  duties  of  a  Planning  Board  relate  to  both  the 
immediate  and  future  development  of  the  Town.  Its  major 
duty  as  recommended  by  law  is  to  make  a  study  of  the 
Town's  resources,  possibilities  and  needs.  The  Board  is 
accomplishing  this  purpose  by  long  range  planning. 

Immediate  developments  relate  principally  to  the  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  of  subdivisions,  of  the  plans  for  new 
town  buildings,  roads,  and  similar  activities  considered  by 
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administrative  officials;  the  functions  of  the  Board  being 
that  of  investigation  and  suggestion. 

The  Board  has  no  control  over  subdivision  developments 
along  an  already  existing  town  road.  The  control  of  this 
type  of  so-called  ''ribbon"  development  comes  only  when 
the  Town  adopts  protective  ordinances  and  building  codes. 

Another  of  Chatham's  basic  resources  is  her  shore  line 
with  its  scenic  and  recreational  advantages  as  well  as  its 
historic  landmarks.  Preliminary  study  of  the  Town's  re- 
sources, possibilities  and  needs  is  well  under  way,  as  well  as 
the  development  of  both  an  official  town  map  and  master 
plan,  all  of  which  require  considerable  time  and  effort  as 
well  as  the  helpful  cooperation  of  all. 

The  Town  has  two  basic  industries,  one  recreational  and 
the  other  fishing,  both  of  which  need  careful  study  for  future 
development.

During  the  year  1950  there  was  issued  and  approved  by 
this  Department  59  Treasury  Warrants  in  which  were  listed 
3119  bills  directing  the  expenditure  of  $1,038,833.60.  The 
warrants  were  examined  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen 
before  being  presented  to  the  Town  Treasurer  to  make  the 
payments  directed  therein. 

The  bills  were  carefully  examined  and  checked  to  see 
that  they  were  proper  for  payment  and  had  been  approved 
by  the  respective  Department  Heads  before  being  entered 
on  the  warrants  for  payment.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  for  the  period  from 
August  4,  1949  to  September  2,  1950,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  for  the  period  from 
August  4,  1949,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
September  2,  1950,  and  report  thereon  as  follows : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de- 
partments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
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with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  makin  ^  the 
original  charges.  The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treas- 
urer's books. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked  with 
the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  finance  committee.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
analyzed,  the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  September  2,  1950. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  payments  by  the  treas- 
urer were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  treas- 
urer's cash  balance  on  September  2,  1950  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved 
and  the  transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  relative  to  veterans'  housing 
were  examined.  The  collections  on  account  of  rents  were 
checked  to  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  disburse- 
ments were  compared  with  the  approved  warrants  on  file. 
The  cash  balance  on  September  2,  1950  was  verified  by  re- 
conciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  charges  for  rentals  were  checked  and  the  outstand- 
ing accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's 
books,  the  amounts  received  from  the  redemptions  of  tax 
titles  and  the  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  pos- 
sessions on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  and  departmental  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  com- 
mitment lists  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants 
of  the  assessors  committing  the  accounts  for  collection. 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  to  the  treasurer 's 
and  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise, 
departmental,  and  veterans'  Housing  account  were  verified 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  financial  records  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and 
to  the  State,  and  the  cash  balance  on  September  2,  1950  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  by  the  police  and  health  departments  were  exam- 
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ined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  beinpf 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of 
the  school  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined  and 
checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  tax  title,  and  departmental  accounts,  together 
with  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  by  the  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham : 

Following  the  February  elections  of  last  year,  the  Chat- 
ham School  Committee  was  organized  with  Mr.  Clement  K. 
Eldredge  as  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Hamilton  as  Secretary, 
and  Mr.  Gray  A.  Page  as  Purchasing  Agent.  The  committee 
has  met  several  times  each  month  throughout  the  year  and 
has  devoted  many  hours  to  the  consideration  of  school  prob- 
lems. 

Our  most  difficult  problems  this  year  have  developed 
from  lack  of  space  during  the  first  part  of  the  present  school 
year  and  the  adjustment  to  the  new  building.  At  the  time  of 
this  writing  the  elementary  grades  have  just  moved  into  the 
new  rooms.  For  the  first  time  a  kindergarten  is  now  a  part 
of  the  Chatham  School  system.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
the  developing  of  a  full  program  of  physical  education  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  addition. 

The  double  sessions  in  the  school,  the  restricted  play 
area,  and  the  confusion  as  a  result  of  the  construction  work 
has  naturally  been  very  difficult  for  both  children  and  teach- 
ers. We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  we  have  received.  We  are  certain  that  visitors 
to  the  new  addition  will  feel  that  the  inconvenience  was  well 
worth  while.  The  attractive  elementarj^  classrooms  .^nd  kin- 
dergarten compare  favorably  with  any  to  be  found,  and  the 
auditorium-gymnasium  will  be  equal  to  and  better  than  most 
in  this  area. 

We  still  face  the  problem  of  remodeling  our  old  buildini:- 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  modern  high  school  curriculum.  AVe 
plan  to  spread  the  cost  of  this  remodeling  over  a  number  of 
years  by  budgeting  an  amount  each  year  for  repair. 

The  extension  of  the  school  program  with  the  addition 
of  five  new  teachers  within  the  last  year  and  the  increased 
costs  arising  from  the  enlarged  plant  will,  of  course,  increase 
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our  school  budget.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  our 
total  school  costs  have  increased  the  last  few  years,  our 
school  population  has  increased  at  about  the  same  rate.  In 
1947  the  net  cost  per  child  was  $170,  in  1948  it  was  $169,  in 
1949  it  was  $177  and  in  1950  it  will  be  about  $180.  In  other 
words  it  is  costing  only  $10  more  per  child  for  education 
than  in  1947,  an  increase  of  about  6%.  Considering  the  rapid 
rise  in  other  costs  this  does  not  seem  excessive. 

In  closing  we  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  reports 
of  all  school  personnel.  We  feel  that  a  careful  reading  of 
these  reports,  plus  a  study  of  the  statistics,  will  present  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  Chatham  School.  Your  sugges- 
tions for  the  improvement  of  the  school  will  be  welcomed  at 
all  times.  Through  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  teachers 
and  the  townspeople  we  hope  to  maintain  a  school  program 
of  which  we  can  be  proud.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

I  approach  the  preparation  of  this,  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Chatham  School,  with  both 
pleasure  and  grave  concern.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the 
progress  of  the  past  year,  both  in  respect  to  the  school  build- 
ing and  to  the  educational  function  carried  on  there.  The 
elementary  grades  are  now  housed  in  their  splendid  new 
quarters  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  completion  of 
the  new  auditorium-gymnasium  and  to  certain  changes  in 
the  old  building  which  will  eventually  result  in  the  high 
type  of  educational  program  which  the  citizens  have  a  right 
to  expect  and  demand. 

My  concern  stems  from  the  present  chaotic  world  con- 
ditions which  make  it  impossible  to  predict  what  is  in  store 
for  education  in  the  future.  At  the  time  this  report  is  being* 
written,  it  would  seem  that  World  War  III  might  start  at 
any  time.  If  this  should  happen,  not  only  would  our  school 
population  decrease,  but  many  of  our  young  men  and  women, 
both  teachers  and  pupils,  would  be  called  into  the  service. 
There  would  also  be  a  readjustment  of  the  whole  high  school 
program  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  country  at  war. 

In  these  uncertain  times,  it  is  impossible  to  develop  a 
long  range  educational  program,  especially  in  towns  which 
have  as  fluctuating  populations  as  Cape  Cod  towns  have,  but 
I  believe  that  for  the  time  being,  it  is  our  duty  to  carry  on  as 
nearly  normal  a  program  as  possible,  keeping  the  tensions  of 
the  world  out  of  the  classroom. 

School  Population 

In  the  school  reports  of  the  last  few  years,  I  have  called 
your  attention  to  the  rapid  growth  of  our  school  population 
and  our  desperate  need  for  more  space.  These  space  needs 
have  been  provided,  and  perhaps  this  is  not  the  time  to  warn 
that  we  should  not  become  too  complacent  in  the  belief  that 
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our  space  needs  are  solved  for  all  time.  Nevertheless  I  would 
be  remiss  if  I  did  not  call  your  attention  to  a  few  'fact< 
vealed  in  the  following  tables.

A  study  of  these  tables  will  establish  the  following  facts : 

(1)  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy 
what  our  school  population  will  be  six  years  from  now. 
It  is  standard  practice  to  note  the  birth  rate  in  any  par- 
ticular year  and  to  anticipate  that  the  entering  first 
grade  six  years  later  will  approximate  that  figure.  It  is 
impossible  to  apply  this  practice  to  our  own  situation. 
For  the  past  five  years,  our  entering  first  grade  lias 
averaged  24%  higher  than  the  corresponding  birth  rate 
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wonld  indicate.  If  we  continue  to  follow  this  pattern, 
we  shall  have  entering  grades  of  59  in  1951,  55  in  1952, 
69  in  1953,  68  in  1954,  and  57  in  1955.  This  fluctuation  is 
due  in  part  to  the  increased  birth  rate  of  the  last  few 
years,  but  to  a  larger  degree  it  is  due  to  the  growth  of 
our  adult  population. 

(2)  That  a  considerable  number  of  our  pupils  are  newcom- 
ers to  the  Cape  is  shown  in  Table  2  where  it  will  be  noted 
that  grades  7,  8  and  9  have  more  members  than  they  had 
in  1944. 

(3)  With  each  entering  grade  numbering  about  50  pupils, 
we  shall  soon  need  two  teachers  in  each  elementary 
grade. 

(4)  The  high  school  which  now  has  a  student  body  of  176  is 
graduating  a  class  of  13  and  will  receive  a  class  of  42. 
Thus  the  high  school  will  have  its  highest  enrollment  of 
about  205  in  1951. 

(5)  The  effect  of  a  war  upon  the  school  population  may  be 
noted  in  Table  3.  Note  the  decrease  in  high  school  popu- 
lation from  an  all  time  high  of  193  in  1939  to  147  in  1946. 

The  purpose  of  this  section  of  the  school  report,  then,  is 
to  stress  the  speed  at  which  the  school  population  is  growing. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  make  the  most  efficient  use  possible 
of  all  our  existing  space.  "Whether  we  shall  need  more  space 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  will  depend  upon  world  condi- 
tions. 

Kindergarten 

Realizing  that  the  kindergarten  has  become  an  accepted 
part  of  the  modern  school  system,  the  Chatham  School  Com- 
mittee had  for  some  time  considered  the  adoption  of  the  pro- 
gram. Lack  of  space  and  the  pressure  of  more  urgent  prob- 
lems prevented  the  inclusion  of  the  plan  until  this  year.  We 
are  happy  to  state  that  the  kindergarten  is  in  full  operation 
at  the  present  time.  Since  it  is  such  a  recent  addition  to  our 
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program,  it  might  be  well  to  state  as  clearly  as  possible  just 
what  we  hope  to  accomplish  by  the  addition  of  this  extra 
school  year. 

The  aim  of  the  kindergarten  is  not  to  teach  formal  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic,  nor  is  it  a  free  baby-sittincr 
service.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  establish  a  happy 
transition  from  the  home  to  the  school  and  to  develop  for 
both  children  and  parents  a  liking  for,  and  a  lasting  interest 
in  the  school.  Kindergarten  prepares  the  child  for  the  first 
grade  in  many  ways : 

(1)  Social-emotional  needs.  The  child  learns  to  get  along 
with  others,  to  work  in  groups,  to  be  courteous,  to  de- 
velop self-control.  Everything  possible  is  done  to  elimi- 
nate fears,  tensions,  and  emotional  outbursts. 

(2)  Physical  needs.  The  large  muscles  are  developed  through 
lively  games,  and  rhythmic  activities,  and  the  small 
muscles  are  coordinated  through  manipulation  of  ma- 
terials such  as  crayons,  paints,  chalk,  clay,  and  other 
media. 

(3)  Intellectual  needs. 

a.  Lengthening  interest  span  by  learning  to  complete  a 
job. 

b.  Creative  expression  through  music,  painting,  and 
other  art  materials. 

c.  Language  arts.  The  child's  speaking  vocabulary  is 
enlarged,  laying  the  foundation  for  the  development 
of  reading  skills  in  the  first  grade.  His  ability  to  ex- 
press himself  is  increased  by  telling  of  experiences 
and  by  listening  to  the  teacher  and  other  pupils. 

d.  Social  studies.  By  dramatizing  home  experiences, 
stories,  excursions,  exhibits,  pictures,  etc.,  the  child's 
interest  in  home,  school,  and  community  is  sharp- 
ened. He  finds  that  all  children  have  the  same  needs, 
and  his  social  attitudes  and  consciousness  of  accepted 
social  behavior  are  developed.

e.  Number  concepts.  While  no  formal  arithmetic  is 
taught,  number  concepts  are  developed  through  such 
activities  as  counting,  comparisons,  shapes  of  objects, 
the  clock  as  a  measure  of  time,  the  calendar  as  a 
measure  of  days,  weeks,  and  months,  and  money 
values. 

f.  Natural  sciences.  The  kindergarten  child  is  observ- 
ant of  things  about  him  and  is  asking  "how"  and 
''why."  Through  nature  walks,  nature  exhibits,  pets, 
and  sharing  experiences,  the  child  gains  awareness 
of  his  environment. 

The  purpose  of  this  brief  discussion  is  to  correct  any 
misconceptions  which  may  exist  concerning  the  aims  of  the 
kindergarten  program.  To  a  casual  observer,  the  kindergar- 
ten in  operation  might  seem  to  be  a  place  where  the  children 
play,  color  pictures,  and  tell  stories  for  a  year.  The  more  ob- 
servant person  will  realize  that  every  game,  every  drawing 
lesson,  and  every  story  has  a  specific  purpose  which  leads  to 
the  larger  objective  of  developing  children  physically,  men- 
tally, and  socially. 

Personnel 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  high  school  principal  for 
the  changes  in  our  personnel.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that 
only  two  teachers  resigned  from  our  system  last  year,  and 
that  the  other  five  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  faculty  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  expanding  program.  We  should  aim  to 
employ  and  retain  strong,  well-qualified  teachers,  realizing 
that  a  strong  coordinated  faculty  is  the  backbone  of  any 
school  system.  This  coordination  can  be  attained  only  by  a 
group  that  has  worked  together  lon^  enough  to  develop  a 
common  philosophy  of  education.  The  best  courses  of  study 
available  will  not  compensate  for  a  rapid  turn-over  of 
teachers. 

Finance 

Although  the  total  cost  of  our  schools  has  advanced 
during  the  last  few  years,  it  is  important  for  us  to  realize 
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that  the  school  enrollment  has  also  increased  rapidly,  and 
thaf  the  net  cost  per  child  has  leveled  off  at  about  $180.00. 
This  figure  compares  favorably  with  the  cost  per  child  in  the 
other  103  Massachusetts  towns  which  have  populations  of 
less  than  5000  and  support  a  high  school.  It  is  impossible  to 
predict  at  this  point  when  the  total  cost  of  schools  will  reacli 
a  leveling  off  point.  As  long  as  our  enrollment  continues  to 
increase  and  prices  of  our  supplies  continue  to  rise,  just  so 
long  shall  we  be  faced  with  increased  school  budgets. 


The  table  below  will  show  the  per  unit  increased  cost  of 
three  of  our  most  commonly  used  types  of  paper.

You  will  note  that  these  price  changes  correspond  to  the 
changes  in  prices  of  other  commodities.  The  tendency  to 
lower  prices  last  spring  has  been  reversed,  and  we  have  been 
warned  to  expect  further  advances. 


Driver  Education 

One  of  the  major  problems  facing  our  country  today  is 
the  alarming  number  of  highway  accidents,  a  substantial 
percentage  of  which  are  caused  by  reckless  teen-age  drivers. 
To  combat  this  menace,  driver  education  courses  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum  in  many  high  schools.  This  program 
is  encouraged  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the 
State  Automobile  Dealers'  Association.  The  instruction  in 
Chatham  is  made  possible  by  the  fact  that  a  dual-control  car 
was  contributed  for  the  use  of  the  schools  by  the  Chase 
Chevrolet  Company  in  1949-50,  and  by  the  Manson  IMotor 
Sales  Corporation  in  1950-51. 

Driver  Education  in  Chatham  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  George  Laurence.  The  course  consists  of  twenty  hours 
in  theory  plus  the  behind-the-wheel  instruction.  Last  year 
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we  had  an  adult  class  in  addition  to  the  students'  course. 
This  year's  program  will  start  in  February. 

Driver  Education  teaches  not  only  the  mechanics  of 
good  driving,  but  stresses  correct  attitudes  on  the  part  of 
the  driver.  Research  covering  the  few  years  since  behind- 
the-wheel  courses  were  started  have  shown  that  those  stu- 
dents who  have  had  this  training  tend  to  be  better  drivers 
than  those  who  have  not.  At  present,  a  ten-year  study  of  an 
equal  number  of  drivers  with  and  without  the  training  is 
under  way.  When  the  study  is  completed  and  a  year-by-year 
comparison  of  their  accident  records  has  been  made,  we 
shall  be  able  to  supply  a  more  accurate  analysis  of  the  value 
of  the  program. 

Health 

A  primary  objective  in  any  educational  system  is  the 
promotion  of  good  health  and  of  good  health  habits  among 
its  pupils.  Chatham  can  well  be  proud  of  its  progress  in  the 
field  of  health,  and  for  an  analysis  of  the  work  of  the  past 
year  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  school  doctors  and  the 
school  nurse.  We  feel  that  the  children  receive  a  thorough 
examination  by  our  school  doctors.  Dr.  Keene  and  Dr.  Hop- 
kins. These  men  have  a  very  real  interest  in  the  health  of 
children  and  are  able  to  point  out  physical  defects  which  if 
corrected  in  childhood  will  prevent  serious  handicaps  from 
developing  in  adult  life. 

Our  new  physical  education  instructors,  Miss  Anne 
Collins  and  Mr.  Harry  Gerrish,  are  making  very  important 
contributions  to  the  health  program.  Miss  Collins  adminis- 
tered the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  to  all  the  children  in  the 
school.  This  required  a  test  of  every  child  and  a  re-test  where 
defects  were  noted.  These  two  teachers  have  also  tested  the 
hearing  of  all  children,  using  the  pure-tone  Audiometer  pur- 
chased by  the  towns  of  Union  #20.  This  instrument  is  used 
in  turn  by  all  schools  of  the  Union.  Dr.  Moore  has  been  most 
helpful  in  setting  up  a  training  program  for  the  teachers 
and  nurses  who  are  to  use  the  Audiometer.

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Collins  and  Mr.  Gerrish,  we 
are  establishing  a  full  time  physical  education  program  for 
both  boys  and  girls.  We  shall  be  somewhat  handicapped  until 
the  new  gymnasium  is  ready  for  use,  but  eventually  every 
child  will  have  at  least  two  periods  of  physical  education 
per  week. 

Another  school  project  which  directly  affects  the  health 
of  the  children  is  the  hot  lunch  program.  Although  this  is 
now  a  familiar  story  to  most,  occasional  comments  come  to 
our  ears  indicating  that  not  all  people  do  understand  the 
function  of  the  program.  Every  lunch  served  in  our  schools 
must  supply  one-half  to  one-third  of  the  daily  nutritional 
needs  of  the  child  and  must  contain  minimum  amounts  of 
proteins,  fats,  and  carbohydrates.  One-half  cup  of  fruit  or 
vegetables  and  one-half  pint  of  milk  must  be  included  with 
each  meal.  These  standards  are  strictly  enforced  with  spot 
checks  from  time  to  time,  and  parents  can  be  assured  that 
every  meal  served  contains  these  elements  in  the  correct  pro- 
portions. Another  feature  of  this  program  is  that  we  take 
pride  in  the  cleanliness  and  good  sanitation  practiced  in  the 
kitchen.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  in  a  recent  test  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Moore's  office,  our  dishes  showed  a  very  low 
bacteria  count. 

Another  feature  of  the  health  program  is  the  dental 
clinic.  It  is  regrettable  that  some  parents  do  not  realize  the 
importance  of  having  their  children's  teeth  cared  for  during 
their  school  days.  A  great  deal  of  trouble  in  later  life  could 
be  prevented  if  the  teeth  were  given  careful  attention  during 
the  critical  growing  period. 

In  closing  this  section  of  my  report,  I  should  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  our  school  nurse.  Miss  Margaret  Guild,  who  has 
been  carrying  on  her  work  so  quietly  and  efficiently  that  wo 
sometimes  forget  how  important  her  program  is.  Her  under- 
standing of  the  children  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  doctors, 
to  the  teachers,  and  to  the  administration.  We  are  happy  for 
Miss  Guild  who  has  been  given  the  opportunity  to  continue

her  studies  this  year,  and  we  extent  our  appreciation  to  Mrs. 
Margaret  P.  Nickerson  who  is  substituting  for  Miss  Guild. 

Miscellaneous 

(1)  Course  of  Study  Work.  The  program  started  last  year 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Knight  has  been  contin- 
ued. A  course  of  study  in  English  in  grades  one  through 
six  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
teachers.  While  our  long  range  objective  is  to  develop 
courses  of  study  in  all  parts  of  the  curriculum  and  thus 
insure  coordination  throughout  the  grades,  the  inciden- 
tal values  derived  from  working  together  and  with 
Mrs.  Knight  is  of  inestimable  value.  Suggestions  for 
motivating  and  presenting  various  phases  of  the  work 
are  presented  at  each  meeting. 

(2)  Libraries.  We  have  continued  the  practice  of  budgeting 
$550  for  the  school  libraries,  and  this  investment  is  be- 
ginning to  pay  dividends.  It  should  be  realized  that  this 
sum  represents  only  slightly  over  $1  per  child,  and  that 
it  will  take  several  years  to  build  up  the  libraries  to 
really  satisfactory  standards. 

(3)  Nature  Study.  We  have  continued  the  program  offered 
by  the  Audubon  Society  again  this  year.  The  sixth  grade 
pupils  look  forward  to  Mr.  Levy's  visits,  and  the  course 
does  much  in  developing  an  interest  and  respect  for  the 
world  of  nature. 

(4)  Handwriting.  The  Rinehart  System  has  been  continued, 
and  both  teachers  and  parents  agree  that  the  system 
has  improved  the  children's  writing. 

(5)  Report  Cards.  Since  there  seems  to  be  some  misunder- 
standing concerning  the  new  report  cards  adopted  this 
year  for  the  elementary  school,  I  should  like  to  empha- 
size that  a  great  deal  of  study  and  thought  was  devoted 
to  the  development  of  this  card.  Hundreds  of  different 
cards  were  studied  by  the  teachers  of  Union  #20,  and 
the  card  which  was  developed  was  the  result  of  the  com- 
bined opinion  of  all  the  teachers.  This  card  was  used 
last  year  in  grades  1-3  with  apparent  success,  some  im- 
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provements  were  made,  and  it  is  being  tried  in  grades  1-6 
this  year.  The  purpose  of  any  rank  card  is  to  give  the 
parent  a  clear  understanding  of  his  child's  progress  in 
all  phases  of  the  school  program,  including  his  develop- 
ment in  those  very  important  characteristics  which  we 
group  under  ''citizenship."  We  feel  that  it  is  a  mistake 
to  grade  elementary  children  with  the  initials  A,  B,  C, 
etc.,  because  first,  it  gives  the  parent  no  indication 
whether  the  child  is  working  up  to  his  capacity,  and  sec- 
ond, it  tends  to  develop  competition  for  marks  which 
is  not  beneficial  at  this  age.  It  is  true  that  the  old  method 
worked  well  for  the  child  of  high  mental  capacity,  but 
we  do  not  believe  that  any  child  who  works  up  to  his 
capacity  should  be  penalized  with  low  marks.  We  shall 
welcome  constructive  criticism  of  this  card  throughout 
the  year,  and  shall  be  glad  to  change  any,  part  of  it  if 
the  change  will  improve  the  card  as  a  conveyor  of  in- 
formation to  the  parents. 

Conclusion 

In  concluding  my  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  townspeople,  principal,  and  teachers  for  their  support 
and  cooperation  over  the  last  four  years.  With  cooperation 
we  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  building  a  splendid 
physical  plant  and  in  improving  the  educational  methods 
in  that  plant.  As  long  as  this  cooperative  spirit  is  maintained, 
we  shall  continue  to  make  progress  in  this  most  important 
of  work — education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Benjamin  H.  Bassett 

Personnel 

Since  the  last  annual  report  there  have  been  several 
changes  in  the  faculty  of  the  Chatham  School.  In  the  high 
school  Miss  Marion  Ehvell,  foreign  languages  teacher,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Smith,  mathematics  teacher,  resigned.  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Durkin  and  Mr.  Robert  Franke  were  appointed  to  fill 
these  vacancies.  In  addition,  Miss  Anne  Collins  and  Mr. 
Harry  Gerrish  were  elected  to  direct  the  school's  athletic 
and  physical  education  program.  In  the  elementary  school 
the  large  enrollment  in  grades  2  and  3  necessitated  two  divi- 
sions in  each  grade.  Mrs.  Helen  Robertson  and  Mrs.  Sarah 
Ragan  were  added,  therefore,  to  the  grade  school  faculty. 
Miss  Joanna  Reed  was  elected  teacher  of  the  kindergarten. 

Thus  seven  new  teachers  have  been  appointed  to  posi- 
tions in  the  Chatham  School,  two  to  replace  teachers  who 
left,  two  to  help  with  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  elemen- 
tary school,  and  three  to  fill  new  positions  (physical  educa- 
tion and  kindergarten)  in  the  school's  expanded  program. 

Enrollment 

Enrollment  in  the  school  in  September  was  456 :  40  in 
kindergarten ;  248  in  grades  1-6 ;  168  in  grades  7-12. 

Kindergarten 

Several  factors  influenced  the  Chatham  School  Commit- 
tee to  sponsor  the  school's  first  kindergarten  this  year:  first, 
the  large  number  of  children  of  pre-school  age  in  town;  sec- 
ond, the  many  parents  who  desired  a  public  kindergarten: 
and  third,  the  fact  that  the  School  Building  Committee  had 
provided  quarters  for  a  kindergarten  in  the  new  school 
addition. 

Two  sessions  have  been  held  daily  in  the  Methodist 
Church  vestry.  Enrollment  was  40  in  September,  and  has 
reached  46  now. 

The  aim  of  kindergarten  is  to  help  the  child  grow  so- 
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cially,  physically,  and  mentally.  A  balanced  program  has 
been  arranged  to  provide  opportunities  to  develop''  healthy, 
intellectually  curious  and  socially  adjusted  children  who 
will  find  the  transition  to  grade  1  natural  and  easy. 

Attention  should  be  called  here  to  the  age  requirements 
to  enter  kindergarten  and  grade  1.  To  begin  kindergarten 
this  year  a  child  had  to  be  5  years  old  on  or  before  January 
1,  1951.  This  means  that,  beginning  the  1951-52  school  year, 
all  pupils  entering  grade  1  must  be  6  years  old  on  or  before 
January  1,  1952. 

Elementary  School 

Because  of  the  size  of  the  classes  in  grades  1,  2,  and  3 
the  School  Department  wisely  continued  the  policy,  adopted 
last  year,  of  having  two  divisions  in  each  grade.  Since  con- 
struction on  the  new  school  was  not  completed  when  school 
opened  in  September,  and  since  the  plans  for  the  new  addi- 
tion eliminated  one  of  the  old  elementary  school  classrooms, 
there  were  only  five  rooms  to  accommodate  nine  groups  of 
pupils.  It  was  decided,  therefore,  to  have  a  two  session  day. 
Grades  1,  2,  and  5  attended  the  morning  session;  grades  3, 
4,  and  6,  the  afternoon  session. 

At  the  time  this  report  was  written,  how^ever,  the  first 
fl'oor  classrooms  in  the  new  building  were  finished,  and 
grades  3,  4,  5,  and  6  occupied  them.  This  made  it  possible  for 
all  elementary  school  pupils  to  return  to  a  normal  school 
day  schedule.  The  kindergarten,  and  grades  1  and  2,  also, 
will  be  in  their  new  quarters  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  new 
school  shortly. 

The  Fall  term  in  the  elementary  school,  therefore,  has 
been  one  of  transition.  The  remaining  terms,  however,  prom- 
ise a  bright  future.  The  ten  beautiful  rooms  in  the  new  addi- 
tion provide  the  best  of  equipment  for  the  teachers  and  pu- 
pils. And  the  smaller  classes,  already  formed,  allow  the 
teachers  more  time  for  individual  attention  to  the  pui)ils. 
The  importance  of  this  in  the  educational  development  of 
the  child  cannot  be  stressed  too  much. 
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High  School 

The  completion  of  the  new  school  and  the  removal  of 
the  elementary  school  from  the  first  floor  of  the  present 
building  will  permit  the  high  school  to  move  into  the  vacated 
rooms.  Then,  as  in  the  lower  grades,  the  larger  classes  of 
the  high  school  will  be  divided  into  small  groups.  The  new 
gymnasium  will  provide  excellent  facilities  for  improving 
the  health  and  physical  education  program  of  the  school. 
An  expanded  vocational  arts  curriculum,  also,  will  be  made 
possible  in  the  new  shop. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  while  the  removal  of 
the  elementary  grades  to  their  new  quarters  will  solve  many 
of  our  problems,  several  changes  should  be  made  in  the 
present  building  to  care  for  high  school  needs.  We  need  a 
modern  science  laboratory,  an  expanded  home  economics  de- 
partment, an  adequate  library,  better  health  department 
quarters,  a  larger  kitchen,  and  more  adequate  offices.  These 
changes  can  be  made  over  a  period  of  years  by  budgeting  a 
certain  amount  each  year. 

Conclusion 

In  closing,  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  citizens 
of  Chatham,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  teaching  staff 
for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in  the  school  this  past  year. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

David  0.  Lynch 

How  long  have  children  and  young  people  been  recog- 
nied  as  individuals?  How  much  information  concerning  hu- 
man variations  has  been  accumulated?  A  quick  survey  over 
the  past  2500  years  provides  a  brief,  but  convincing  answer. 

About  450  B.  C.  Socrates  was  concerned  with  the  nature 
of  the  individual  and  his  place  in  social  organization.  Plato 
recognized  the  individual  in  his  republic.  Quintilian,  a  Roman 
teacher,  said,  ''It  is  generally,  and  not  without  reason,  re- 
garded as  an  excellent  quality  in  a  master  to  observe  accu- 
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rately  the  differences  of  ability  in  those  whom  he  has  under- 
taken to  instruct,  and  to  ascertain  in  what  direction  the  na- 
ture of  each  particularly  inclines  him ;  for  there  is  in  talent 
an  incredible  variety,  and  the  forms  of  mind  are  not  less 
varied  than  those  of  bodies." 

Vitorrino  da  Feltre  of  Mautua,  Italy,  conducted  a  school 
in  the  15th  century.  He  ignored  class  differences  and  concen- 
trated on  ability  differences,  adapting  his  teaching  to  in- 
dividuals. 

John  Locke,  17th  century  English  philosopher,  recog- 
nized the  importance  of  studying  individual  children.  Rous- 
seau, 18th  century  French  philosopher,  considered  the  use  of 
children's  native  talents  to  guide  instruction  almost  self- 
evident. 

Francis  Galton,  an  English  scientist,  made  a  study  of 
977  eminent  men  to  determine  if  they  had  eminent  fathers, 
brothers,  and  sons.  He  devised  tests  to  determine  differences 
in  the  various  senses.  Binet,  a  Frenchman,  brought  forth  the 
first  intelligence  scale  in  1905.  Terman,  an  American,  revised 
the  scale  and  made  it  a  basic  instrument  for  studying  indi- 
vidual differences  in  1916. 

Thus,  the  speculations  of  philosophers  have  slowly  been 
confirmed  by  the  scientists.  Individuals  do  exist.  AVe  now 
know  his  general  characteristics,  specific  traits,  we  have  de- 
veloped numerous  methods  for  helping  him  achieve  his  own 
uniqueness. 

Guidance  is  an  attempt  to  put  into  educational  practice 
a  respect  for  the  individual,  his  personality,  his  interests, 
his  peculiar  urges  and  ambitions.  It  is  an  attempt  to  develop 
an  educational  technique  of  working  with  individuals  rather 
than  loose  groups  or  age  classes. 

We  use  the  inventory  folder  on  all  grade  levels  to  gather 
information  relating  to  the  individual  in  order  to  assist  the 
teacher  to  acquire  helpful  information  quickly.  This  year 
the  sixth  grade  teachers  took  their  completed  folders  to  the 
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Junior  High  School  and  met  with  the  teachers  there  in  an 
attempt  to  make  the  transition  from  the  sixth  to  the  seventh 
grade  an  easier  task  for  the  pupils.  The  experiment  evidenced 
much  value  and  will  be  continued  in  the  future. 

Standardized  tests  in  reading,  a  12  grade  school  achieve- 
ment test,  scholastic  capacity  tests,  mechanical  aptitude, 
clerical  aptitude,  musical  aptitude,  art  aptitude,  manual  dex- 
terity, vocational  interest  inventories,  personality  inven- 
tories, and  spatial  relations  aptitude  are  used  to  gather  in- 
formation about  the  individual  and  the  results  are  placed 
in  the  pupil  folders. 

One  or  more  counseling  interviews  are  furnished  for 
each  high  school  pupil  each  year.  The  eighth  graders  are 
counseled  before  the  selection  of  high  school  subjects.  It  is 
planned  to  send  to  the  parents  the  recommendation  of  the 
guidance  director  so  that  all  concerned  will  know  what  is 
best  for  the  pupil. 

Occupational  information  is  still  being  gathered.  As 
soon  as  it  is  possible  to  secure  pupil  clerical  assistance,  this 
practice  will  provide  valuable  office  experience  and  much 
more  information  for  our  files.  Career  Day  is  planned  for 
Chatham  High  School  on  March  14,  1951  and  again  we  will 
have  twenty  or  more  specialists  to  furnish  inspiration  and 
information  for  our  pupils. 

Placements  in  further  education  and  on  jobs  continues 
at  a  higher  level  than  last  year.  Field  trips  are  made  with 
pupils  to  acquaint  them  with  the  facts  not  obtainable  from 
printed  material. 

A  f  ollovv^-up  study  has  been  made  of  our  1949  high  school 
graduates  and  we  have  learned  that  almost  100%  have  car- 
ried out  plans  made  in  high  school  and  are  well  satisfied  witli 
the  results.  Our  college  preparation  seems  adequate  but 
most  of  the  college  students  say  that  typing  should  be  re- 
quired of  all  high  school  pupils  planning  a  college  career. 
Our  commercial  training  is  good  enough  for  our  pupils  to 
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pass  Civil  Service  exams  but  some  graduates  claim  that  busi- 
ness machine  instruction  would  be  very  helpful.  The  social 
studies  seem  to  need  revitalization.  There  was  a  great  deal  of 
free  comment  added  to  the  survey  blanks  which  is  hard  t- 
tabulate  but  most  valuable  when  studied  and  acted  upon  by 
the  teachers  and  administration. 

Life  adjustment  classes  are  no  longer  under  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  guidance  director  but  are  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  high  school  principal.  The  activity  in  this  area  is 
under  the  scrutiny  of  the  State  Committee  on  Life  Adjust- 
ment which  is  a  part  of  the  National  Committee. 

The  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  has  done  some  excellent  work  with  our 
physically  handicapped  pupils.  Mr.  Wm.  King  of  New  Bed- 
ford is  the  representative  for  this  area  and  he  has  been  most 
conscientious  in  following  out  his  duties. 

The  guidance  attitude  of  the  teachers  is  growing  more 
intense.  This  is  especially  noticed  when  a  teacher  takes  grad- 
uate work  in  guidance.  More  people,  in  and  out  of  the 
schools,  have  accepted  the  idea  that  adequate  education  is 
individualized  education  and  requires  the  information  fur- 
nished by  the  Guidance  Service.  The  cooperation  of  the  teach- 
ers with  the  guidance  activity  is  excellent.  Painstaking  con- 
tributions to  the  individual  folders  and  early  referral  of 
problems  to  the  guidance  director  has  resulted  in  a  much 
more  valuable  program. 

Parents  are  again  invited  to  present  their  school  prob- 
lems to  the  guidance  director.  We  can  all  work  together  to 
improve  individual  adjustment  and  the  educational  program. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

Each  year  in  the  Town  of  Chatham  proves  to  be  a  better 
one  than  the  year  before  regarding  interest  and  results  on 
the  part  of  the  children  of  all  grades  in  the  field  of  art.  It  is 
a  happy  experience  for  an  adult  to  see  children  create.  If  a 
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parent  provides  materials  for  them  at  home— i.e.,  crayons, 
paint,  and  paper,  he  will  see  the  child  create.  From  a  blank 
sheet  of  paper  (a  difficult  thing  for  anyone  to  face  without 
an  idea!)  you  will  see  a  thought  or  idea  evolve  through  the 
medium  of  crayon  or  paint. 

The  opportunity  for  parents  interested  in  art  at  home 
seems  to  be  unlimited  with  the  many  different  media  avail- 
able for  creative  expression. 

As  the  children  are  older,  and  there  is  more  time  for  art 
classes,  other  materials  are  available,  such  as  tempera,  lino- 
leum, construction  paper,  and  oil  and  textile  paint.  Here,  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  schools  pupils  make  their  own 
choices  in  materials,  with  perhaps  a  little  outside  stimula- 
tion for  ideas. 

The  time  element  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Union 
makes  it  difficult  to  do  much  more  than  work  with  crayon. 
However,  almost  all  of  the  teachers  in  the  grades  provide 
projects  and  related  work  for  their  children  correlating  with 
their  social  studies,  etc.  In  this  the  children  do  a  large 
amount  of  work. 

This  year,  the  High  School  art  class  (combining  those 
interested  in  grades  9  through  12)  is  an  actively  interested 
group,  and  a  pleasure  to  work  with.  The  number  of  pupils 
choosing  art  increases  each  year. 

The  most  important  phase  of  the  art  activities  in  every 
grade  and  age  group  is  the  child's  growth,  and  a  knowledge 
of  the  fact  that  his  own  worthwhile  efforts  are  appreciated. 
The  student's  results  are  not  measured  by  a  pre-set  scale — 
rather  he  is  allowed  to  progress  at  his  own  rate  and  is  judged 
by  his  ability,  interest  and  effort. 

A  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  children  of  Chatham 
with  other  schools  in  the  Union  and  on  the  Cape,  may  be  seen 
each  year  in  June  at  the  exhibit  of  art  work  of  school  chil- 
dren sponsored  and  held  in  the  gallery  of  the  Cape  Cod  Art 
Association  in  Hyannis.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  study  of  instrumental  music  in  Chatham  begins  in 
the  first  grade.  AH  possible  rhythmical  combinations  are 
written  on  the  blackboard.  The  pupils  first  clap  their  hands 
rhythmically,  and  later  play  the  rhythms  using  the  various 
rhythm  instruments. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  the  pupils  study  the 
Symphonet.  They  receive  instruction  in  note  reading  and 
playing  which  is  extremely  beneficial  for  further  instru- 
mental study. 

In  the  fifth  grade,  the  children  are  allowed  to  choose  an 
instrument  to  study  and  receive  individual  instruction. 

A  breakdown  of  the  students  studying  individually  is  as 
follows :

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

Webster  Whitney  Tileston 
Town  of  Chatham: 

Boys  and  girls  in  the  Town  of  Chatham  really  enjoy 
their  music  !  It  is  evidenced  more  and  more  as  each  week  goes 
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by  and  the  musical  achievements  and  accomplishments  mount 
up  through  the  mastery  of  the  various  songs  with  their  tone, 
time,  and  theory  problems  and  the  finished  product  enthu- 
siastically presented  on  my  weekly  visit  to  each  class. 

I  realize,  as  most  of  the  parents  and  school  board  mem- 
bers do,  that  a  great  part  of  this  is  due  to  the  earnest,  de- 
voted, and  inspirational  zeal  of  the  class  room  teacher,  and 
I  am  deeply  grateful  that  we  have  such  an  efficient  corps. 

The  outstanding  results  of  last  school  year's  work  in 
music  was  unquestionably  the  spring  concert  in  which  every 
grade  performed,  from  the  two  first  grades  right  through 
and  including  the  Junior  High  Chorus  and  Senior  High 
Mixed  Chorus.  In  this,  the  development  of  the  child's  sing- 
ing voice  and  the  furthering  of  his  musical  knowledge  and 
attainment  was  delightfully  exhibited  through  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  Rote  songs  of  grades  one  and  two ;  note  reading 
songs  of  grades  three  and  four;  two  part  work  of  grades 
five  and  six ;  three  part  work  of  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight ; 
climaxed  at  the  end  by  the  mixed  four  part  chorus  of  the 
high  school. 

There  is  no  doubt  now  that  in  America — more  than  ever 
— there  is  an  exceedingly  widespread  interest  in  music.  Mu- 
sical organizations,  ranging  all  the  way  from  pretentious  and 
costly  symphony  orchestras,  opera  companies,  and  choral 
societies  to  our  own  small  town  bands,  glee  clubs,  and  church 
choirs  flourish  everywhere.  Conservatories  and  schools  of 
music  are  filled  to  overflowing,  and  independent  music 
teachers  find  little  difficulty  in  attracting  all  the  pupils 
they  can  handle.  Our  public  schools  are  not  only  introducing 
music  into  their  programs  of  study,  but  are  busily  enlarging 
their  curricular  offerings  in  the  field. 

This  can  mean  only  one  thing.  It  means  that  we  are 
coming  to  see  that  musical  culture  can  play  a  great  part  and 
possess  a  great  value  in  human  living;  that  musical  educa- 
tion, whether  given  formally  by  teachers,  or  informally  by 
concert  courses,  by  participation  in  musical  organizations, 
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and  so  on,  is  exceedingly  desirable.  Such  a  strong  public 
demand  imposes  a  great  obligation  and  constitutes  a  great 
opportunity  for  musical  leadership.  I  sincerely  hope  a  good 
many  of  our  boys  and  girls  will  follow  through  with  their 
love  of  music  to  this  field  of  endeavor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 

Dear  Mr.  Hoyt : 

During  the  school  year.  Doctor  Keene  and  I  have  com- 
pleted partial  physical  examination  on  all  available  pupils. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  assistance  of  Miss  Mar- 
garet Guild,  the  school  nurse,  and  Mrs.  Harold  MacDonald. 
The  school  lunch  facilities  have  been  inspected,  and  are  well 
handled. 

The  general  physical  condition  of  the  Chatham  pupil  is 
excellent.  Defects  have  been  referred  to  the  family  physician 
or  proper  clinic  for  correction. 

Due  to  incomplete  construction,  that  portion  of  the 
school  which  normally  would  have  been  examined  during 
the  early  Fall  months,  has  not  been  completed  at  the  time  of 
this  report.  However,  it  is  believed  these  examinations  will 
be  done  before  this  report  is  published. 

Again,  it  is  hoped  that  all  parents  will  enlighten  their 
sons  and  daughters  relative  to  the  necessity  for  these  physi- 
cal examinations  to  be  as  complete  as  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHATHAM  SCHOOL  NURSES 

Margaret  E.  Guild,  R.N. 
Margaret  P.  Nickerson,  R.N. 

Due  to  unsettled  conditions  the  school  Health  Program 
has  been  carried  on  with  difficulty.  The  general  health  of 
the  children  has  been  good  with  the  exception  of  a  wide- 
spread epidemic  of  German  Measles  in  the  spring  of  1950. 
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All  children  have  had  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  which 
was  taken  over  this  year  by  the  girl's  Physical  Education 
Teacher,  Miss  Anne  Collins.  Those  who  have  failed  the  first 
test  will  be  retested  and  notices  will  be  sent  to  parents  rec- 
ommending further  examinations.  Audiometer  tests  for  hear- 
ing were  omitted  last  year  due  to  the  construction.  They  will 
be  given  this  year  at  a  later  date.  In  May,  Dr.  Richard  Adams 
gave  a.  fine  demonstration  and  lecture  to  the  pupils  of  all 
grades  on  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  the  proper  diet  to  main- 
tain good  dental  health.  Educational  programs  on  Dental 
health  should  be  stressed.  We  hope  that  in  the  new  building 
more  programs  of  this  sort  may  be  planned. 

Thirty-six  children,  with  their  parents,  attended  the 
Pre-school  Clinic  in  May.  Each  child  was  giveh  a  physical 
examination  by  Dr.  Keene  and  Dr.  Hopkins.  The  Kinder- 
garten children  have  all  been  entered  in  the  Health  files  and 
will  have  their  physical  examinations  later  this  Pall. 

The  school  doctors,  Dr.  C.  H.  Keene  and  Dr.  H.  P.  Hop- 
kins, will  complete  the  examinations  of  all  children  this 
Winter.  Many  of  the  parents  have  followed  the  recommenda- 
tions for  the  correction  of  defects.
